THE DEMOCRATIC NOMINEES. 


Who Osborne and Hayes Are—The 
Supreme Court Candidates. 


JAMES W. OSBORNE, the Tammany 
nominee for District Attorney, was an 
assistant in the District Attorney's office 
for eleven years. He left the office in 
1903 to return to his law practice. Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome at the time called 
him a most excellent man and lawyer.“ 

A native of North Carolina, Mr. Os- 
borne is now about forty-six years old. 
He is a graduate of Davidson College 
and the Columbia Law School. Soon 
after his admission to the bar he attract- 
ed the attention of District Attorney De 
Lancey Nicoll, who appointed him as one 
of his assistants.

NICHOLAS J. HAYES, the Tammany 
nominee for Sheriff, is Fire Commissioner 
now, and for years has been the Tam- 
many leader in the Thirty-third Assembly 
District. He was born in Troy on June 
16, 1855, but has lived in this city for a 
long time. For fourteen years he served 
as clerk in the Superior and Supreme 
Courts of this city, and in 1898 became 
Deputy City Clerk. This office he held 
for six years, resigning to accept Mayor 
McClellan’s appointment to be Fire Com- 
missioner. As Commissioner. he has al- 
lowed firemen more time off than ever 
before, established the paid department 
in Queens and Richmond, reorganized the 
fireboat fleet, and perfected _ the tele- 
graphic alarm system 

GEORGE LANDON INGRAHAM, who 
was renominated for the Supreme Cou 
is now Ts as a member of the Appel- 
late Division in this department. He was 
born in this city on Aug. 1, 1847, was 

raduated from Columbia Law School in 

860, and was admitted to the bar in the 
same year. He served as a Judge of the 
old Court from 1883 to 1891, 
when e was elected to the Supreme 
Court.

HENRY ALGER GILDERSLEEVE, 
also renominated for the Supreme Court, 
was born in Dutchess County in 1840.

He 
was educated in Poughkeepsie and at 
Columbia Law School, and was admitted 
to the bar in. 1866. In the civil war he 
served as Captain and as Major, and wes 
brevetted Lieutenant Colonel for gallant 
conduct. He is Secretary and Treasurer 
National Rifle Association and 
captained the American rifle team sent to 
Ireland in 1875. From 1876 to 1889 he 
served as Judge of the Court of General

A MURDERER AT WORK 


After Irishman’s Body Had Been Die- 


* 7 Sin 


Learned Then What Fear Was. 
AN ARREST FOR THE CRIME

T. F. Corcoran, an Irishman, who had, 
boarded with his sister at 344 Third Ave- 
nue, was shot to death early yesterday 


‘while in bed in the room of Charles Bauer 


at 149 Third Avenue. Bauer is an elevator 
man at the Union Square Hotel. Cor- 
coran’s body was dismembered, and parts 
of it were found by the police not far 


from the house. | | 


Bauer was arrested, charged with the 
murder. The Coroner has detained as wit- 
nesses George La Nole and H. C. Hillmer, 
who had rooms next to that in which the 
murder was done. La Nole, who is a 
professional athlete, and who declares 
that he never knew fear until Wednes- 
day night, thanked the Coroner for send- 
ing him to the House of Detention, 

La Nole, a clean-cut, athletic little man, 
ran into the East Twenty-second Street 
Station yesterday morning and said: 

Sergeant, some terrible crime has hap- 
pened at 149 Third Avenue. There has 
been murder—what else, I don’t know.”’ 

Policemen rushed to the house, met’ 
Bauer coming out with a suitcase con- 
taining parts of Corcoran’s body and ar- 
rested him. The rest of the body was 


found in his wicker trunk. 


Also in the room were many Confed 
erate bills and six brass pieces made to 
look like English guineas. Four of these 
pieces were gilded and might have passed 
as genuine. The police say the counter- 
feits are such as are used 
migrants. 

This is La Nole's story as he told it to 
the police: 

“I would not go back to that house for 
all the money there is in the world. I 
have been a professional athlete since I 
was a boy. I do not remember ever 
having been afraid before. I came here 
on Sunday from Danbury, Conn., where 
I appeared at a fair. One of the other 
performers told me that I could get for a 
reasonable price a room at 149 Third 
Avenue, While waiting for another en- 
gagement I went there. It had only a 
skylight for light and air, but I was hard 
up and took it. There was a good deal 
of noise at night in the next room. The 
men there quarreled with somebody about 
money. | 

Last night I went to bed early. I was 
sound asleep when I was awakened again 
by the quarreling. As I turned over with 
the resolve that I would quit the place in 
the morning I heard some one say: 

Well, you won't cheat me.’ 8 

„Then there was a shot. The smell of 
burned powder came into my room. The 
partition between the two is about as 
thick as tissue paper. I started to get 
up. Just then I heard a man in his stock- 
ing feet creep along the hall. 

An elevated train roared by. I was 
unarmed, and the fear came to me that if 
he thought me awake the murderer might 
kill me as a dangerous witness. The 
noise of the train had cheated me of 
knowing whether*the man had gone down 
stairs or was just outside my door. | 

“TI sleep with a dim light in my room 
when I am in strange places. I looked at 
my watch. It was 2: o'clock. The 
watch made a dreadful ticking. I shoved 
it under my pillow. 

„ was terribly afraid and glad to hear 
another train come roaring by. It seemed 
as if the world might be awake. The 
next thing I heard was something awful. 
Il knew what had happened and became 
ashamed of myself. If there had been a 
window I would have thrown it o 
eried for help. There was nothing but 
the skylight and no ladder leading to it. 
I could hear the man in the next room 
breathing hard over something. I recon- 
ciled myself to attitude, to 
myself that I could not help the dead 
man. Every now and then the murderer 
went out to the sink in the hall, where [ 
could hear him washing things. Then I 
could hear him packing. 

I heard him 1 something into 
a wicker trunk. knew it was a wicker 
trunk because we use them traveling, 
and I knew the squeak. I decided to cry 
out, but could not use my tongue. I did 
not dare move. He was always passing 
my 58 and stopping to listen if 1 
moved. 

He was still at work when the black 
skylight grew sort of gray. At first I 
thought he might have crept up to the 
root to look at me, but I heard him walk 
across his room. I t so that I 
feared he must hear me, when the gray 
turned to blue. Then there was a bit 
of sunlight’ that came through the sky- 
light, and I thanked God that it was day. 

7. Tie went out, evidently carrying some- 
thing that brushed against my door. 
was in terror again. He was not gone 
long, and when he returned I heard him 
wrapping something up in paper. I could 
hear the paper crinkle as he tied it with 
string. Then he went out a second time 
with the second bundle.

THE PHILIPPINES STORM. 

The loss of life in the recent great 
storm in the Philippines, its outflying 
streamers striking destructively else- 
where, does not break old records, but 
in its way holds up the reputation of 
that tempest-breeding and extra haz- 
ardous locality. Two hundred natives 
killed, with some possible additions 
when the returns from the back dis- 
tricts come in, is not an overwhelming 
loss among a population of seven or 
eight millions, and nothing in the 
known character of the islanders, who 
have always shown a nimble and en- 
terprising aversion to race suicide, for- 
bids us to expect that it will soon be 
restored. With the greater loss follow- 
ing the progress of the storm outside 
of our possessions the American eagle 
has a sympathetic but less direct con- 
cern. They were on a broader and

POLITICAL BLACKMAIL. 


From The Philadelphia Public Ledger. 

It is a familiar observation that the de- 
mahds of blackmail increase as they are 
yielded to. A first payment, which may 
even appear reasonable, leads to increas- 
ing exactions, and probably to public 
scandal at the last. There is a striking 
illustration of this in the “ campaign 
contributions of the Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Company of New York as developed 
in the present investigation. 

In the Presidential campaign of 1896, 
when there was very general alarm over 
the free-silver agitation, the company was 
induced to contribute $15,000 to suppor: 
the cause of sound money. This was very 
easily justified, under the financial con- 
ditions then existing. It established a 
practice for which there is not: the same 
defense. 

In 1900, when the erisis was past and 


the gold standard had been effectively es- 


tablished, though Mr. Bryan still main- 
tained his misguided agitation, the appeal 
was renewed for contributions to promote 
the election of McKinley, and the assess- 
ment upon the Mutual Life was increased 
to $35,000. It could not be claimed that 
the company was twice as much con- 
cerned as before, but the contribution was 
made. 

Naturally, it did not end there. By 1904, 


all question ot the gold standard had dis- N 


appeared, and nobody believed that 
values would be disturbed by the elec- 
tion of Judge Parker. Nevertheless, the 
Republican campaign managers came back 
as usual to the Mutual Life, and this 
time struck it for 840,000. 

This instance epitomizes the whole Sys- 
tem under which the great corporations are 
made to contribute to party funds. The 
first contribution was doubtless volun- 
tary. The officers of the company sin- 
cerely believed that the interests intrust- 
ed to them would be jeopardized by Bry- 
an's success, and that they were only 
protecting their trust in helping to elect 
his opponent... Having once admitted the 
possibility of using the company’s funds 
for such purposes, there was no point at 
which to draw the line. Though the ex- 
igency was past, the relations they had 
established could not be broken, and they 
had to keep on giving. The more they 
gave, the more was demanded of them. 

It has already been shown that other 
companies made contributions correspond- 
ing with those of the Mutual Life, regard- 


ing them in the light of a legitimate finan- | 


elal investment. If we assume, then, that 


these contributions are generally propor- 


tionate to the interests supposed to be in- 
volved, we are confronted by the start- 
ling thought that the employment of 
money in Presidential campaigns in- 
creased in eight years in the ratio of 15 
to 40. 

No ohe can suppose that the legitimate 


‘expenses of a campaign have so increased. 


There. was some honest use for money in 


‘a needed *' campaign of education in 
‘1896, but no such need could be alleged 


in 1904. For what, then, are these great 
sums raised? Principally for what is 
known as the party organization,“ which 
is another name for the secret and cor- 
rupt influences which use the party name 
for their own emolument. 

The Hughes investigation can touch this 
subject only within a limited field, but if 
it can get below the surface even at one 
point, it will achieve a more important 
public service than in the exposure of 
high salaries and other forms of insur- 
ance graft.’’

‘ical and economic ethics. Under its 


clauses the islanders are graced with the 
hazy, ludicrous title of “ citizens of Porto 
Rico, as if our country were an inde- 
pendent entity, with its own flag and in- 
ternational life. Imagine a House of Del- 
egates composed of 35 native members 
who spend two months of each year dis- 
cussing bills which can be vetoed by the 
Executive Council, a sort of upper house— 
seven Americans to five natives—author- 
ized to put their stamp of refusal to all 
measures that should not be ‘in conso- 
nance with the centralizing tendency of 
the law in question. 

.Fortunately, President Roosevelt played

The Bank of France report- 
ed a loss of $3,200,000 in gold and a sub- 
stantial loan reduction. In London and 
Berlin discount rates advanced % per 
cent. further. Here demand sterling de- 
clined a trifle in the morning, but closed 
finally practically unchanged at a figure 
still precluding importations of gold. 
Call money rates were again higher at the 
close than at the opening of business and 
most of the day’s loans were made at 
5% per cent.

Question of Interest Due on Deposits

The question of the interest on their 
deposits to which the depositors of the de- 
funct Merchants’ Trust Company are en- 
titled is engaging the attention of the re- 
ceivers.
